Materials  for  a computerized  bibliographic  data  base  are 
selected  and  acquired  from  a wide  range  of  sources  such 
as:  Automatic  Science  Citation  Alert  (ASCA) 
retrieval  service,  the  campus  libraries  collections, 
specialty  bookdealers,  searcliing  of  popular  literature, 
utilization  of  interlibrary  loan  services,  and  direct 
exchange  of  materials  with  national  and  international 
scientific  organizations.

farming.  Sorghum,  millet,  peanuts,  cov/peas.  Acacia 
Albida,  soil  fertility  and  erosion,  plant-water 
relationships  and  drouglit  problems  are  examples  of 
coverage.  At  present  there  are  1 1 ,500  items  cited 
with  an  additional  5,000  scanned  journal  items  to  be 
input  from  retrospective  sources.  General  interest 
citations  as  they  pertain  to  food  production  are  also 
included.

The  data  base  is  programmed  by  the  Technique  for 
Report  Index  Management  (TRIM)  system  which  is 
utilized  by  the  university  libraries  at  UCR.  The  base 
is  indexed  by  author,  title,  subject,  source,  and 
geographic  location.  (Fig.  1) 

The  geographic  section  of  the  index  cites  specific 
geographic  areas  and/or  an  “international-general” 
heading  for  a broad  or  general  scope.  The  geographic 
section  was  recently  published  by  G.K.  Hall  & Co., 

70  Lincoln  Street,  Boston,  Massachusetts  02111,  USA 
for  S40.00.  It  contains  8,500  geographic  entries 
grouped  by  continent,  country,  region,  and 
international-general  headings. 

The  source  index  is  the  journal  or  organization  cited. 
Subject  descriptors  are  assigned  by  means  of  a 
specialized  thesaurus  developed  by  and  for  the  program. 
The  thesaurus  used  upper  case  letters  for  authorized 
terms  in  the  subject  index;  lower  case  terms  are  used 
only  to  direct  the  user  to  the  authorized  term,  i.e.. 
Acreage  USE  FARM  SIZE.  A descriptor  is  related 
to  associated  terms;  thus  BT  indicates  ‘broader  term’, 

NT  indicates  ‘narrower  term’  and  RT  indicates 
‘related  term’.  (Fig.  2)

ihe  Information  Center  maintains  a collection  of 
over  800  detailed  topographic,  climatological,  soil 
and  meteorological  maps  which  are  cited  separately 
and  are  retrievable  through  the  computerized  index. 

Access  to  the  various  sections  is  through  a 
computerized  index.  A printout  from  the  index  is 
made  following  the  addition  of  every  500  entries. 
Microfiche  copies  of  the  index  are  used  by  UCR 
libraries  and  by  users  consulting  the  program. 
MUSAT’s  target  audience  has  many  differing  areas 
of  interest.  Primary  focus  is  to  provide  informational 
support  to  researchers  engaged  in  projects  for 
developing  countries.  A large  percentage  of  applied 
services  are  directed  to  correspondence  requests 
and  inquiries  from  national  and  international  visitors 
to  the  Information  Center. 


MUSAT:srs  is  also  a resource  for  the  Service  de 
Reference-Developpement  (SID)  center  in  France. 
Referrals  from  worldwide  sources  are  received  and 
disseminated  to  appropriate  sources.  A search  program 
has  been  developed  for  a machine  search  of  the 
MUSAT:sra  data  base  as  well  as  those  of  most  member 
CIDNET  data  bases  in  order  to  respond  to  extensive 
or  specialized  requests.  An  example  is:  all  information 
on  the  use  of  shifting  cultivation  in  the  Gao  region  of 
Mali  prior  to  1970.  Fees  for  this  service  vary..

S.  2.  June  21,  Senate  Committee  on  Rules  and  Administration  favorably  reported  bill  to  require  periodic 
reauthorization  of  Government  programs,  known  as  the  Sunset  legislation.  Was  initially  reported  July  1,  1977 
(S.  Kept.  95-326);  has  Administration  support. 

S.  3085.  This  Child  Nutrition  Amendments  of  1978  was  reported  May  15  (S.  Kept.  95-884),  and  scheduled 
on  the  floor  of  the  Senate  in  July.  This  bill  extends  and  amends  the  special  supplemental  food  program  and 
the  child  care  food  program. 

H.R.  10584  (and  H.R.  10434).  Agricultural  Trade  Act  of  1978  reported  by  the  House  Committee  on 
Agriculture  on  July  10  (H.  Rept.  95-1338).  Establishes  between  6 and  25  agricultural  trade  offices  abroad  in 
major  trading  cities  overseas,  adds  provisions  to  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  Charter  Act  to  stimulate 
commercial  sales  of  U.S.  agricultural  commodities  by  improving  terms,  conditions,  and  availability  of  credit  for 
the  export  of  such  commodities,  raises  status  of  Agricultural  Attaches  to  Agricultural  Counselors,  establishes 
both  an  Assistant  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  International  Affairs,  in  lieu  of  an  Assistant  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  for  International  Affairs  and  Commodity  Programs. 

H.R.  11504.  The  conferees  agreed  June  26  to  file  a conference  report  on  the  differences  between  the 
Senate-  and  House-passed  varsions  of  bill  to  improve  Federal  credit  assistance  programs  for  farmers,  ranchers, 
and  rural  communities  and  businesses. 

H.R.  13125.  House  passed  Agriculture,  rural  development  and  related  agencies  appropriation  bill  for  fiscal 
year  1979,  June  22.  Debate  recognized  increasing  importance  of  agricultural  research  and  contains  a total  of 
$503  million  for  the  research  programs  conducted  by  the  Agricultural  Research  Service,  the  Cooperative  States 
Research  Service  and  scientific  activities  overseas,  an  increase  of  almost  $30  million  over  the  amount  contained 
in  the  budget  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  and  over  $14  million  more  than  was  requested  by  the  administration 
for  the,  next  fiscal  year.  Bill  is  in  the  Senate  Appropriations  Committee,  where  the  subcommittee  is  expected 
to  mark  it  up  during  the  week  of  July  17.

ASSOCIATES  PRESENT  AWARDS 

The  Associates  NAL  Inc.  awarded  a citation  for 
Professional  Achievement  to  Angelina  Carabelli  and 
a posthumous  citation  for  Distinguished  Service  to 
Patricia  Condon  at  its  annual  meeting  July  14,  1978. 

The  citations,  a gold  medallion  and  a certificate,  are  given 
in  recognition  of  professional  achievement  for  service 
to  the  National  Agricultural  Library,  to  other 
agricultural  libraries,  or  significant  achievements  leading 
to  the  advancement  of  the  library  science  field. 

For  many  years,  Angelina  Carabelli  served  with  distinction 
and  honor  as  a librarian  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
library  and  more  recently  as  editor  for  the  Associates 
NAL,  Today  quarterly  Journal,  Her  professional 
contributions  to  the  literature  of  agriculture  (articles, 
books,  editorials)  spanned  such  subject  areas  as 
entomology,  horsemanship,  horticulture,  and  librarianship. 
In  1962,  she  edited  USDA  National  Agricultural  Library 
Centenary  Issue,  1862-1962.  Four  lears  later,  Angelina 
prepared  a most  useful  guidepost  document  entitled 
The  National  Agricultural  Library  in  the  Next  Decade: 
Changing  Needs  and  Concepts.  In  1970  she  co-authored 
an  outstanding  contribution  to  agricultural  librarianship 
entitled  Guide  for  an  Agricultural  Library  Survey  for 
Developing  Countries.  As  a librarian,  scholar,  and 
supporter  of  NAL,  Angelina  Carabelli’s  record  of 
achievement  and  contribution  is  a human  milestone 
that  all  should  be  proud  to  recognize  for  a 
Professional  Achievement  Award. 

The  posthumous  award  to  Patricia  Condon  was  accepted 
by  her  daughter  Julie.  During  her  tenure  at  the  National 
Agricultural  Library,  Patricia  Condon  consistently 
exceeded  her  job  requirements  in  many  ways.  She 
prepared  a number  of  reports  and  bibliographic 
publications.  Mrs.  Condon  enthusiastically  shared  her 
bibliographic  expertise  with  colleagues  as  Chairman  of 
the  NAL  Publications  Committee,  1975—1977.
